I rode  eighteen  miles 
Saturday  morning  after  plowing  all  the 
week,  preached  Saturday  and  Sunday  af- 
ternoon. 1 served  for  ten  dollars  per  year 
You  ask  me,  "Why  did  you  do  thatf"  Sun 


privilege  of  being  with  you  today.  I have  j ply  because  God  had  called  me  to  preach 
longed  to  see  you,  but  have  been  busy  hll  and  that  was  the  best  1 could  do  at  that 


these  y^enrs  since  1 left  you. 

A great  many  faces  1 once  knew  arq  hot 
here — the  men  and  women  that  stood  by  hie 
—a  great  many  of  them  have  gone  to  fhqir 
reward. 

I began  my  pastorate  here  in  the  year 
1&85.  1 served  you  for  thirteen  years  japd 

left  the  fourteenth  year  on  my  own  accord. 
Y’ou  wrought  well  under  my  ministry.  You 
worked  with  me,  you  prayed  for  me.  you 
paid  me  well.  We  built  this  house  in 
which  you  now  worship  I baptized  about 
one  hundred  persons,  among  them  some  hoys 
who  are  now  preaching.  Three  were  li-. 
censed  to  preach  during  that  time.  Spnie 
oi  yod  remember  that  there  was  a time  when 
it  looked  as  if  there  would  be  no  on*  to 
preach  the  gospel  for  you.  You  remember 
when  brethren  Sebron  Dale,  Sam  Culpeppfr 
and  other  brethren  and  sisters  covenanted, 
to  pray  that  the  Lord  would  send  more  la- 
borers. In  answer  to  those  prayers  tuai 
went  up  to  God,  six  preachers  have  gone 
out  to  tell  the  story  of  "Jesus  and  Ilis 
Love.”  But  I have  been  asked  to  say  soine- 
thiug  about  long  pastorates.  1 have  leAra 
ed  hy  experience  that  the  more  a pastor 
and  people  know  of  caeh  other  the  better 
they  love  eaeR  other.  A pastor  serving  flour 
country  churches  cannot  possibly  get  inti- 
mately acquainted  with  his  people  in  one 
year.  We  need  to  be  so  well  acquainted 
with  the  boys  and  girls  that  we  know  their 
names  and  speak  to  them  in  order  to  gain 
their  respect  and  affection.  I have  dpne 
my  best  work  where  I have  staid  longest 
I served  some  churches  fifteen  years.  1 
sometimes  wish  I had  staid  longer.  Think 
of  such  men  as  Xorvel  Robertson  and  N.  L. 
Clarke  who  served  churches  for  a lifetime 
Though  they  are  dead,  they  yet  speak.  Tl)eir 
names  are  remembered  in  every  household 
far  and  near.  I don’t  believe  a pas|tor 
should  lay  down  his  work  because  of  a dis- 
gruntled element.  They  just  do  their  work 
'grumble,  that’s  all).  When  I have  done 
my  best  work,  some  brethren  have  criticised 
I believe  that  when  pastor  and  church  get 
so  well  acquainted  that  they  love  one  An- 
other they  ought  to  stay  together  like  man 
an!  wife  and  work  for  the  Lord  I vis- 
ited one  of  brother  Jeff  Batton’s  churches 
the  other  day.  I came  away  believing  that 
they  ought  to  marry. 


time.  Wheu  1 entered  the  ministry  1 had 
nothing  but  a Christian  wife  and  one  child 
No  shelter  of  my  own.  1 bought  my  pres 
ent  home  and  from  here  1 have  pastured  21 
churches.  Have  baptised  about  one  thousand 
people  at  a low  estimate.  Have  buried  pen 
pie  in  thirty-six  different  cemeteries;  have 
had  ten  new  church  bouses  built;  others  re- 
paired, have  baptized  eight  preachers.  Ten 
have  been  licensed  under  my  ministry.  Have 
pastured  four  churches  all  the  time  except 
four  or  five  yean*.  It  has  been  the  joy  of 
my  life  to  preach  to  country  churches,  al 
though  I have  supplied  several  town  j 
churches.  Have  always  stood  for  an  cdu  I 
rated  ministry.  Have  felt  that  I could  do 
oetter  preaching  through  others  than  1 
could  do  myself.  Hence,  I have  looked  af- 
ter the  preacher  boys,  urging  them  to  go  t*»  ) 
school  and  to  the  summaries  if  possible. 
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1 was  u njuch  sated  when  1 began  preach- 
ing hh  1 hiii  now.  1 had  salvatmu  as  a gift 
of  God  to  istart  with.  ' 

The  future  with  me  is  as  bright  aa  the 
promises  » (f  God.  The  happiest  moment 
of  my  life  I*  wheu  I think  of  my  departure. 
That  all  you  boys  will  be  preaching,  some 
for  me,  wit«  n 1 am  goue

Christian  Loyalty. 

At  no  time  in  the  history  of  the  church 
was  there  a greater  need  of  loyalty  to  Jesus 
Christ  than  at  the  present  time. 

In  many  departments  of  life  today  the 
faithful  adherence  to  the  leader  or  head  in 
whatever  he  requires  is  highly  appreciated 
and  positively  demanded.  The  man  who 
makes  the  least  break  in  his  political  alleg- 
iance is  certain  to  pay  for  it  in  his  plans  and 
aspirations.  The  man  in  any  business  en- 
gagement who  weakens  at  all  in  his  purpose 
and  effort  to  best  serve  his  employer  loses 
by  it  and  suffers  accordingly. 

So  with  the  Christian.  if  he  is  lax  in 
Vis  duties  to  Christ’s  cause,  he  proportion- 
ately feels  it  and  the  cause  in  the  same  ratio 
suffers  In  fact,  there  is  so  much  involved 
in  the  profession  of  faith  in  Jesus  Christ, 
and  the  uniting  with  his  church  and  people, 
thfct  any  lack  of  commensurate  interest  in 
His  cause,  or  loyalty  in  the  performance  of 
duties,  will  be  sadly  felt  in  the  heart  and 
life  of  the  professor  and  hurt,  more  or  less, 
the  cause  of  Christ. 

If  ve  are  my  friends,  ye  will  keep  my 
commands.  This  is  a natural  law  of  the 
true  Christian  life.  To  maintain  the  atti- 
tude to  Jesus  as  Ixird  as  well  as  Savior,  is 
of  preeminent  importance.  The  every-day. 
regular  observance  of  the  word  and  spirit 
of  the  Head  of  the  church  not  only  yields 
the  Bweetest  and  happiest  experience  possi- 
ble to  the  servant,  but  commends  and  mag- 
nifies the  religion  of  Christ  to  the  world 
more  than  anything  else.

As  I am  told  and  read,  the  Vot- 
aries of  the  recently  discovered  Christian 
Science  are  as  loyal  to  the  teachings  of  their 
church  and  to  every  rule  and  law  emauaiing 
from  the  founder,  and  head  of  this  'faith  as 
is  possible  to  live,  and  that  with  rare  excep- 
tions, throughout  the  entire  body.  See  what 
growth  and  development  has  attended  their 
efforts.  In  a few  years  it  is  establislieji  in 
every  part  of  our  nation  and  in  other  coun- 
tries, as  well.  That  is  the  need,  the  de- 
mand. the  essential  feature  of  our  Christian 
life,  to  give  that  succesa  and  influence  the 
great  Christ  is  yearning  for  His  church  to 
possess.

Our  observation  is,  that  as  a rule  those 
who  are  most  insistent  upon  ehureh  union, 
are  also  most  insistent  upon  holding  ten- 
aciously to  every- tenet  of  their  own  and 
demanding  that  all  others  step  upon  their 
platform  of  doctrine  and  polity,  not  willing 
to  make  even  the  smallest  concession  for 
*hf  sake  of  the  union.  That  denomination 
that  is  most  persistent  in  its  advocacy  of 
the  union,  when  asked,  upon  what  platform 
shall  we  unite,  promptly  answers:  The 

i'ible,  of  course. 

But  that  is  precisely  the  thing  it  does  not 
mean.  It  means  to  urge  all  denominations 
to  unite  on  its  interpretation  of  the  Bible. 
Therefore,  until  fve  can  all  interpret  the 
Bible  alike,  the  universal  union  of  the  de- 
nominations is  utterly  hopeless,  as  desira 
ble  as  it  is.  Of  course,  the  closer  our  un- 
ion with  Christ,  and  hence  with  each  other, 
the  better  our  chances,  for  harmony  in  in- 
terpretation, and  hence  of  denominational 
union.  It  is  useless  to  talk  about  efficient 
and  permanent  union  without  real  unity 
As  Christian  unity  is  the  fruit,  or  product  of 
the  Spirit,. it  behooves  every  one  of  as  to 
“pray  without  ceasing”  for  the  power  of 
the  Spirit  in  our  hearts  that  it  may  be  man- 
ifested in  our  livea. 

While  it  is  true  that  the  Spirit  must  make 
us  one.  yet  it  is  highly  proper  to  encourage 
every  overture  fropi  every  source,  looking 
to  deuoininatioual  Union.  Courtesy  is  the 
very  soul  of  Christianity.  So  in  proportion 
as  we  are  Christian  are  we  courteous.  Com- 
promise is  a great  principle.  It  underlies 
all  harmonious  co-operation.  It  is  indis- 
pensable in  the  home,  the  church,  the  State. 
So  we  have  learned  to  ask  the  man,  who  is 
vehement  in  his  insistanee  upon  denomina- 
tional union,  what  compromise  he  would  be 
w illing  to  make  for  the  sake  of  union.  De- 
nominational uuiou  is  not  a question  of  Bi 
ble  teaching,  but  of  Bible  interpretation.

Has  this 
plan  been  tried,  or  is  it  now  being  tried, 
by  any  other  states!  If  so,  what  is  the 
judgment  of  experience  concerning  it  f 
These  are  some  of  the  questions  that 
should  he  considered  in  the  discussion.  There 
are  doubtless  other  points  which  will  occur 
as  the  discussion  proceeds. 

Now  it  will  be  readily  seen  that  there  is 
no  place  in  the  discussion  for  merely  per- 
sona] matters.  It  is  a seriously  important 
question  which  vitally  concerns  Our  work 
for  the  Master.

responsibility  and  vital  contact  with  Chris- 
tian work  is  weakened.  It  is  sad  and  »ur 
prising  to  note  how  frequently  people  who 
are  active  leaders  in  their  churches  at  their 
former-'homes  become  mere  drift  material 
in  their  new  locations.  They  appear  to  be- 
come infatuated  with  sermon  tasting,  going 
from  church  to  church  as  they  may  be  tempt- 
ed by  special  anouneements. 

As  to  what  should  determine  the  choice 
of  a new  church  home,  some  of  the  consid- 
erations are  these:  “A  large  and  fashion- 
able congregation,  where  one  can  have  the 
best  social  advantages,  as  well  as  religious 
privileges-,  the  church  which  furnishes  the 
best  music  and  singing;  the  church  which 
is  nearest  to  one’s  home;  the  church  which 
has  the  best  preacher,  whose  sermons  will 
furnish  one  the  largest  amount  of  personal 
benefit ; the  church  where  one  may  render 
the  largest  measure  of  help.”  By  revers- 
ing the  usual  order  of  considerations,  the 
wise  selection  will  be  made.

But  when  the  aim 
is  to  silence  human  excuses  for  neglect  and 
disobedience,  he  brings  into  full  prominence 
ihe  free  wrong  choices  and  conduct  of  men 
as  the  reason  of  God’s  rejection  and  con- 
demnation. These  two  truths  Paul  asserts 
with  equal  energy  and  plainness.  He  adds 
no  word  of  comment  upon  their  relation  to 
each  other.  He  betrays  no  consciousness 
of  any  eonflietfor  contradiction  between 
them. — G B.  Stevens.

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The  Roman  Family. 

If  there  are  resemblances  be- 
tween the  modern  family  and  the 
Roman,  there  are  also  erueial  dif- 
ferences Although  the  Roman 
was  disposed  to  allow  woman  ju; 
dieial  and  economic  independence, 
a refined  culture  and  that  free- 
dom  without  which  it  is  impossible 
to  enjoy  life  in  dignified  and  no- 
ble fashion,  he  was  never  ready 
1o  recognize  in  the  way  modem 
civilization  does  more  or  less  op- 
enly, as  the  ultimate  end  and  rea- 
son for  marriage,  either  the  per- 
sonal happiness  of  the  contract- 
ing parties  or  their  common  per- 
sonal moral  development  in  the 
unifying  of  their  characters  and 
aspirations.  The  purpose  of  mar- 
riage was,  so  to  speak,  exterior 
to  the  pair.  As  untouched  by 
any  spark  of  the  metaphysical 
spirit  as  he  was  unyielding— at 
least  in  action — to  every  sugges- 
tion of  the  philosophic,  preoccu- 
pied only  in  enlarging  and  consol- 
idating the  State  of  which  he  was 
master,  the  Roman  aristocrat  nev- 
er regarded  matrimony  and  the 
family,  just  as  he  never  regarded 
religion  and  law,  as  other  than 
instruments  for  political  domina 
tion,  as  means  for  increasing  and 
establishing  the  power  of  every 
great  family,  and  by  family  af 
filiations  to  strengthen  the  asso- 
ciation of  the  aristocracy,  alrca 
dy  bound  together  by  political  in 
terest. 

For  this  reason,  although  the 
Romans  conceded  many  privileges 
and  recognize  many  rights  among 
women,  he  never  went  so  far  as 
to  think  that  a woman  of  grea 
family  could  aspire  to  the  right  of 
choosing  her  own  husband-  Cus 
tom,  indeed,  much  restricted  the 
young  man,  also,  at  least  in  a 
first  marriage.  The  choice  rested 
with  the  fathers,  who  were  accus- 
tomed to  fiance  their  sons  early 
— indeed,  when  mere  boys.  The 
heads  of  two  friendly  families 
would  find  themselves  daily  to- 
gether in  the  struggle  of  the  Fo- 
rum and  the  Comitia  or  in  the  de 
liberations  of  the  Senate.  Did  the 
idea  occur  to  both  that  their  chil- 
dren, if  affianced  then,  at  seven 
or  eight  years  of  age,  might  ce- 
ment more  closely  the  union  of  the 
two  families,  then  straightway  the 
matter  was  • definitely  arranged 
The  little  girl  was  brought  up  with 
the  idea  that  some  day,  as  soon 
as  might  be,  she  should  marry 
that  boy,  just  as  for  two  centu- 
ries in  the  famoas  houses  of  Cath- 
olic countries  many  of  the  daugh- 
ters were  brought  in  the  expecta- 
tion that  one  day  they  should  take 
the  veil.
